PRESCRIPTION DRUG DISCOUNT CARDS*
These savings tools have become increasingly popular to help cut the cost of prescription drugs.  Reminder:  If you take medications

from more than one company, you may qualify under different card programs. You may join more than one card program.

What Is It?

Offers a 30-day supply of any
Pfizer prescription medicines for a
flat fee of $15 per drug per month.
Drugs include Lipitor, Norvasc,
Zoloft, Zyrtec, and Acricept.
Accepted by Rite Aid pharmacies.

Offers 30% to 40% off the price
of GSK medicines, including
Advair, Avandia, Lanoxin, Paxil,
Wellbutrin, Coreg, Serevent,
Flonase nasal spray, Imitrex, and
Miacalcin.  Accepted by Rite Aid
pharmacies.

Offers a 30-day supply of any Eli
Lilly and Co. outpatient medicine
for a flat fee of $12 per drug per
month.  Drugs include Evista,
Humulin, Humalog, Prozac, and
Zyprexa.  Accepted by Rite Aid
pharmacies.

Offers cost cuts on more than 
150 medicines from different
companies.  Each company sets
its discounts, with a minimum
15% off the average wholesale
price.  Enrollment is free.

Offers below-wholesale
discounts on brand-name and
generic prescriptions for an
annual cost of $13. 

Discounts range from an
average of 40% on generic
drugs and 15% off brand-name
medications. 

Discounts range from about
15% off the price of brand-
name prescription medicines
to 10% to 20% off generics at
47,000 pharmacies nationwide
and by mail.  The card costs
$19.95 annually for members.

Who Qualifies?

People 65 years and older and
people with disabilities who have
Medicare, are without prescription
insurance, and are not enrolled in
or eligible for Medicaid or any other
prescription benefit program.
Annual gross income cannot
exceed $18,000 for individuals or
$24,000 for couples.

People 65 years and older and
people with disabilities who have
Medicare and are without
prescription insurance.  Income
cannot exceed $30,000 for
individuals or $40,000 for
couples.

People 65 years and older and
people with disabilities who
have Medicare and are without
prescription coverage. Income
must be below $18,000 for
individuals or $24,000 for
couples.

People 65 years and older
who are without prescription
coverage. Must be on
Medicare. Income cannot
exceed $28,000 for
individuals or $38,000 for
couples.

Any resident of Genesee
County without prescription
coverage who is age 18 and
over. 

People who are age 60 and over,
and permanent Oakland County
residents, who do not have other
primary prescription coverage.

Anybody 50 years and older
can join AARP for $12.50 per
year.  For those already
enrolled in AARP’s Options
Program, the card is free.

We all have been reading about seniors
who have no insurance coverage for
prescription drugs.  People should not
have to choose between paying for
groceries and rent, or getting a
prescription filled. While politicians
wrangle in Congress and in Lansing to
find a solution addressing access to

much-needed prescription drugs, I want to give you some
information about help that you can get today.

Enclosed is a listing of prescription drug discount cards that
are available to all that qualify.  Each card has specific
requirements.  Review your medications to determine what
pharmaceutical company manufactures your drug(s).  Find
the company on the chart and contact them to learn about
their program.  If you are on more than one medication
from different manufacturers, and you qualify under separate
programs, you may access more than one card program.
